Quite similar to the HRO in most respects however 
it has one piece of unique circuitry: The BFO pitch is varied by a pot 
which is across a winding on the BFO transformer. 


Next obscure unit is a Specific Products receiver model WWVC. It is 
fixed tuned to receive 2.5, 5, 10, 15, 20 MHz. Has a built-in scope 
to look at the tones and compare tones with a locally generated one, 
and has neat audio filters that can eliminate the voice and one that 
only allows the "ticks" to come through.

Yes, with the understanding I'm not the ultimate expert on it. Did you 
thoroughly check the station where it is for the instruction book? It 
might be hiding in a corner or dusty file cabinet somewhere. The BC1T 
manual is maybe a half inch thick and has a dark green cover. 


I'll mail you a copy of the small BC1G schematic. There are differences 
in the control circuits and probably in the modulation transformer, and 
the BC1G uses silicon diode rectifiers in place of MV tubes, but the 
audio and RF circuits are mostly identical to the BC1T. On my next trip 
to the site of the BC1T I take care of, I'll see how practical it is to 
copy that manual. There are small partial schematics as well as the big 
overall one. 


Others have converted BC1T's to ham use - I've seen pictures of them at 
the AM Forum at Dayton. 


I've wondered if broadcast BA's (battleship anchors?) are a proper topic 
for this list? There's a lot of them out there, both in their intended 
use and otherwise. Many have been running 12-24 hours a day for 30 to 40 
years, minus maintenance and breakdowns.

Mine acted the same way. I did the cheap-and-dirty fix, I simply padded the 
RF feeding the product detector, which is where the overloading is 
happening. Now the AGC keeps things on an even keel, and everything sounds 
fine. I just used a resistive pad and cut the RF to about 1/4 of the 
original value. It means running the audio gain up a bit higher, no big 
deal, there's plenty of reserve. 


The S meter on these is, as you observed, lively, and highly optimistic. 
Just ignore it. Otherwise, a pretty respectable receiver.
